Hi Folks, 


Another part of HMCS HAIDA has been restored. On June 19, the last 
problem with the ship's IC/KAA "hollowstate" intercom system was 
rectified. This three-station system provided communications between: 
the bridge and flagdeck portside; bridge to flagdeck starboard side. 
During decommissioning , the navy severed all the cables connecting 
the intercoms. It was therefore necessary to splice and reconnect 
approximately 150 wires to replicate the original installation. Our 
other volunteer had to steal parts from three other switches in order 
to make one functioning power off/on switch for the system. The 
original, which was fitted on HAIDA's open bridge was badly 
deteriorated after exposure to the weather for several decades. 


Although I have a spare IC/KAA intercom, a winding in the audio 
transformer is shorted thus rendering the unit unserviceable. The 
audio transformer is an unusual type with four windings. Two windings 
are center tapped and one is multi-tapped. There are three original 
manufacturers for this transformer: 


Microtran dF M2556 
Todd dF 1156 
ODC dF 1156 


All of these were made for Executone Inc. under house part number 
N1233. If anyone has one in their junk box, I would appreciate 
hearing from you.

The insignificant pieces of ham history are hard to find because no one 
preserves them. 


An International Crystal FCV-1 is an example. The first version of the 
little two-tube board receive converters is far more rare than the later 
FCV-2 that uses a Wallman Cascode circuit, and I owe my only sample of 
the notorious FO-6 oscillator board to a Collins collector (W5EU, seen in 
the QST writeup). 


But even more elusive is the T-12 transmitter board. I thought it was 
vapor ware despite the review in the December, 1957 QST (p33; ad, op 
114), but some old timers claim to have used these open 5763/12BH7 MOPAs 
back when. 


A pal of mine, who wants to bridge the chasm between QRPers and 
collectors, thinks the T-12 would do the trick, and at less than the 
maximum 350 volts he might be right. 


So if you see one of the little (3 1/2 X 6 X 3 1/4) devices for 40 or 80 
M, ask if I can borrow it or the literature long enough to get a clone 
board made. I don't worry about ICM because they won't even admit they 
ever made radio stuff -- CB, you know.

Many of the Frank Jones, W6AJF, classic rigs were made on wood and later 
folded into other projects. His personal Super-Gainer regnerative IF 
receivers are an example. But there were commercial versions that may 
survive and, if you see one, it is a piece of ham history usable even 
today, although they date from the mid 1930s. 


Kits and even finsihed receivers were available from McMurdo Silver and 
Knight, at least, and maybe Lafayette too. All will have a panel about 
twice as wide as it is high and a central, large tuning knob. Four 
symetrically placed controls around the center are another hallmark, but 
the big clue is the lack of a case. You can't easily fit a case to a 
Super-Gainer as it has a squarish chassis behind the center of the panel 
which houses the plug-in coils, and some of the tubes, horizontally. 


If the tubes survive, a type 19 dual triode is the most likley seen. 

That is a 2.5 volt tube and 6.3 volt line ups of 6C6, 76 and 79 will also 
be found in the classic 3-tubers, but some sets had four or even five 
bottles. An Aladdin Polyiron IF transformer is a common feature too, as 
it's variable coupling allowed easy use of regeneration in both detectors 
-- that was the secret of the Super-Gainer. But don't look too closely 
for the IF tube. Most did not have a stage of IF gain -- just a 
regenerative detector at about 455 kc.

Rob, a few answers: 


For your 600A, you might want to contact Bill Waters (wate@erols.com), a 
veteran NBS engineer who knows Hickok tube testers and services them at 
pretty reasonable rates. He has tube data info and can provide just about 
any information and service you need. He refurbished and recalibrated my 
600A. He's near Frederick, Md. Bill also might be able to help with your 
TV-7 question since, as I understand it, it was a civilian Hickok in 
military dress. 


On the Sprague: I have a TO-6. The Telohmyke series, in the opinion of 
every owner I've run into, was the champ of cap analyzers and testers. It 
will apply up to 600v in a leakage test and will read out the value of an 
unknown cap with remarkable accuracy. I used to have a TO-4, which I loved. 
I sold it only because I was able to get a TO-6 cheap. I can't help with 
info on the difference between a TO-4 and -5. 


If the TO-4 price is a bargain--and if it has or you can get a manual--I'd 
go for it, absolutely. Be sure to check the meter to see if it sticks 
anywhere. And if readings are erratic, you probably need only to pop the 
cover off the pot and do a DeOxit number on the wire resistance element.

>1. I have a Hickok 600A tube tester that is well worn but servicable. The 
>only problem seems to be the roll chart. It too is complete but well worn. 
>When I roll it through it's entire range it sometimes is very very tightly 
>rolled (typically at the end of the roll) and other times it is very loose 
>to the point of jamming. I have pulled the roll mechanism out and when it 
>is loose you can pull a loop of the scroll out about 6 inches. The roll 
>mechanism is riveted together so I don't see that any adjustments are 
>possble. Anybody have any idea how to make this roll chart work smoothly 
>and ox whether replacements are avialable (mine is a 1965 chart so is pretty 


>current)

>2. I don't have a manual for the Hickok 600A. I will order one eventually 
>but for now I am curious how to know which mho scale to read. The ranges 


>overlap and there is no range switch like I have on my TV-7D/U tester.

This 8 1/2 X 7 X 4 inch device is painted a light metallic blue like a 
‘60s Chrysler and marked in megacycles. It claims to be a "Delica 
Converter" in an engraved inscription on its 6 -nch half moon dial and 
also says the same on a plate where mismatched, non stock, knobs control 
the AC feed and anetenna switch 


Of course it is a tuner, not a converter, since it moves bands of 
frequencies down to a specific output. I think it is a 7 mc output, but 
my GDO has wandered and my fixing the broken ac switch and coaxing the 
DC from a 6X5 up high enough to light a VR-150 did not produce output 
from the marked twin lead posts on the back despite the presence, inside, 
of a 10-pin module marked "6M." There are also scales for 10, 15 and 
20M, if one had the plug-ins, and someone must have as there are 


corrected frequency notes in pencil. 


Inside is a post-war parade of parts. A bypass cap even says "Delica" 
on it and some of the tubes read JAN. A few resistors are marked in 
Japanese and the chassis and cabinet look adapted from something else. 
Still, it don't think it is a one-off as a stamped "233" looks like a 
serial number and I am haunted by the thought I have seen the name 
somewhere before -- perhaps on a cheap camera? 


One seldom needs a tuner anymore. They are prone to bleedthru, images 
and instability. Those were the problems that made the Tecraft style 
crystal converter become king and the Wallman Cascode crown prince in the 
early '50s. This pair of 6AK5s with a 6C4 in what I assume to be an RF 
AMP, Mixer, Oscillator lineup would run out at 2M, but there is no sign 
the Delica ever set its sights so high. 


So if you worked Tilton with one of these thing, or even heard of one, 
let me know and I'll add your testimony to the box it is likely to end up 
in -- another problem for my executor.
